T HIS Prince was the Third Sen born, but only 
* ſurviving, of King Edward I. by Queen Eleanor, 
of Caſtile, his firſt Wife. He had his Sirname from 
Caernarvon in North. Wales, the Place of his Nativity, 
where, by the Particular Appointment of his Father, 
the Queen was delivered of him on the Twenty- 
fifth of April, 1284. Never came Prince to the Crown 
with more univerſal Applauſe both of Nobility and 
Gentry. He was then at the Age of Twenty- 
three Years, a very proper Age to ſuſtain the Weight 
of a Sceptre : He had ſeen the excellent Government 
of his Father, been initiated into the Affairs of State, 
and left Governour of the Kingdom, and preſided in 
Parliament in his Father's Abſence : All which made 
it expected that the Nation could not but be happy 
in a Sovereign to atone for the Loſs of ſo good a King 
as his Father, whom all Men lamented. But he quick- 
1 ſhewed them how much they were deceived in their 
ruitleſs Expectations; for the firſt Thing he began 
with, was to hteak the Three poſitive Commands en- 
Joined him by his Father's Will: He recalled Gaveſton 
from Baniſhment, and gratified him with 32 c00 l. de-

The Hatred that grew up among the Nobility to 
his Favourite G2veſton, loft the King much of their 
Eſteem; who when no other Means would do, had 
Recourſe to Arms, and 8 Gaveſton in Scarbo- 
rough -Caſtle, where the King had put him with the 
belt Forces he could provide for his Defence: But 
he was here taken, and deſiring he might once more 
ſpeak with the King, his Requeſt was granted; 
but as he was on his Journey under a Guard of the 
Earl of Pembroke's Servants, he was taken from them 
by the Earl of Warwick, committed to his Caſtle, and 


there, notwithſtanding the King's earneſt Entreaty 


for his Life, beheaded. 
After this the Barons proceed with great Forces to 
Dunſtable, in their Way to London, but a Reconciliati- 


on enſued; and by the Mediation of the Queen, the 
Biſhops, &. he particularly pardoned the Death of 


his dear Fayourite Gaveſton, and received - thoſe into 


Favour that had been the chief Occaſion of it. The 
Scots took the Opporunity of theſe Troubles at Home 


to recover their former Loſſes, and to waſte the Bor- 


ders, and at length to defeat the King and his Army 
at Striveling. After which followed ſo great a Deatth, 
and ſo extreme a Peſtilence, that for Three Years the 
Living could ſcarce bury. the Dead, The Scots not 
only invaded Ireland; but advanced as far as Tork, 
where they had like to have ſurprized the Queen; 


and the Torkſhire Forces being next defeated at Milton, 


the King was obliged to conclude a Truce for Two 
Years. This was followed by civil Broils at Home,

At length the Queen herſelf affoclates with the diſ- 
contented Nobility, and meeting with Succeſs, firſt 
cauſed the Elder 2 to be executed; and at He- 
reford cauſes Proclamation to be made, that if the 
King would return and govern as he ought, he ſhould 
be received with the general Conſent of the People; 
but the King durſt not truſt this Offer, wherefore 
the Prince was declared Guardlan of the * 
and had Fealty ſworn to him.

worth-Caftle, and we” of his Friends and Adherents 
executed: And ſoon after Queen 1ſabel calling together 
the Parliament, they agreed to depoſe the King, and 
to ſet up Prince Edward in his Room; which the 
mM King ſeeing no Remedy for, conſented to, 
and the Prince on that Condition accepted. 

Being thus depuſed, he ſtill remained a Priſoner in 
Kenelworth.Caftle, with an Allowance of 1co Marks a 
Month, under the Cuſtody of his Couſin, Henry, Earl 
of Lancaſter ; but not being thought ſecure enough 
with him, he was committed to other Keepers, the 
Lord Maltravers, and Gourney, and removed to Berk- 
ley Caſtle, and thence to Corfe-Caſtle; receiving many 
vile Inſults and Reproaches from thoſe who had the 
Caltody of him; and in the End by a Helliſh Con- 


trivance formed by Adam de Orleton, Biſhop of Here. 
ford, and ſuppoſed by the Queen's Connivance, he 


was baſely and cruelly murdered by his Keepers, 
Maltravers, and Gourney, firſt filfling him in Bed with 
heavy Bolſters, and after thruſting a Red-hot Iron 
up his Fundament, thro' which miſerable and ex- 
ceſſive -Torture the poor King was heard to cry all 
over the Caſtle, The Queen and Biſhop diſavowing 
the Fact, threaten to queſtion Maltraver and Gourney 


for the ſame ; who thereupon inſtead of a Great Re- 


ward which they expected, were forced to fly beyond 
Sea; Gonrney into France, where about Three Years 
after he was taken and beheaded at Sea, in his Re- 
turn for Ezglard; and Maltravers into Germany, where 
he had the Grace to repent, but lived ever after mi- 


ierably. 
3s "th Thus 
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Thus died this unfortunate King Edward II. about 
half a Year after he had been depoſed, on the Twen- 
ty-fifth Day of January 1326, and the Forty-third of 
his Age, having reigned Nineteen Years Six Month 
and Eighteen Days. His Body was afterwards carrie 
to Gloceſter, and there without any Funeral Pom 


buried in the Monaſtery of St. Peter, ſince a Cathedral, 


where King Edward III. his Son, erected a Monument 
of White Stone, with his Protraiture thereon in Ala- 
baſter, in the Second Arch, on the North Side of the 
Altar, betwixt Two Pillars of the Tuſcan Order; 
about which are painted the Figures of ſeveral Stags, 
with which, as common Rumor ſays, his Corpſe was 
drawn thither from Berkley Caſtle. In the ſame Place 
the King, his Son, erected a Chantry to pray for his 
Soul. This King Edward II. founded Oriall-College, 
and St, Mary-Hall in Oxford, and built a Church tor 
Fryars at his Mannor of Langley, where the Soul of 
Gaveſton was to be prayed for. 

The Wife of King Edward II. as we have obſerv'd 
before, was Iſabel, Daughter of Philip IV. King of 
France, &c. She lived his Queen Twenty Years, and 
his Widow Thirty, and died at the Age of Sixty- 
three, at Riſing near London, the Twenty-ſecond of 
Auguſt, in the Thirty-firſt Year of her Son King 
Edward III. Anno 1357, and was buried in the midit 
of the Choir of Grey-Fryars Church in London By

Caſtile, whom his Brother Edward had reinttated in 
his Kingdoms, and that he had left Two Daughters 
his Coheirs, then reſiding in Gaſcoign, whether they 
had fled to avoid the Tyranny of their baſe Uncle 
Henry, Uſurper of their Father's Kingdom; he invited 
them to Boxrdeanx, and there took to Wife.

the elder of them, in whoſe Right he took on wo 
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the Title of thoſe Kingdoms, and was ſoon aft 
in his Summons to Parliament, RiPd, King of Caſtile 
and Leon, Duke of Lancaſter, Earl of Richmond, Derby, 
Lincoln, and Leiceſter, and Steward of England, 

He was ſent General into France in Three ſeveral

He next trat lle into I- 
taly, and other Parts, for Sven Tears, reſiding chiefly 
at Padua; at what Time, King Henry. having aboliſh- 
ed the Pope's Supremacy, ſent for him Home; but he re- 
fuſing to come, the King diſpoſed of his Deanry to ano- 
ther, and proclaimed him Traitor. But bing thought 4 
fit Inftrument to influence the Aﬀairs of England there, 
ar Occaſion ſhould offer, the Pope ſoon ſwpplicd that Loſs, 
0 mating him a Cardinal, and employing him in many 

baſfies both to the Emperor, and the French King; 
with whom he ever dealt againſt King Henry. and ſola- 
cited others from their Allegiance to him; which agreeing 
with the Scntiments of many at Home, who were Ence 
mies to the Subverſion of Popery, it occaſimed frequent 
Conſultations to deprive the Ring, and ſet up the Cardinal 
m Competition for the Crown, He was next promoted 
to be Legate of Viterbium, and with Two others 
_ ſent as the Pope's Vicegerent to the Council of

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Thus be ſtood dignified till the Death of the then Pope; 
when a Fadlion arifing inthe Conclave between the French 
and Imperialiſts, and the latter prevailing, Cardinal 
Pole was elected Pope, Upon whoſe Requeſt, Fol 4 
more orderly Proceeding, he was again the ſam: ven- 
ing eledted to the vacant Chair z notwit 2 the 
Oppoſition of Cardinal Caraffa, who charged him with In- 
continence and Hereſie, for arguing a faſtif ing Faith 
in the Council of Trent, and frequenting the F.

ſeemingly diſliking the Second Election, as ſomewhat ir- 


regular, deſired a more Regular Proceeding on the Mor. 


row, wh.n tempting bis good Fortune too far, he loſt the 
Papacy twice in one Day; for the Cardinal de Monte 
was afterwards choſen, who, to compliment Pole for bit 
Modeſty, obliged Caraffa to ack him Pardon before th 

departed the Conclave, Being thus diſappointed of the 
Papaty, be retired 10 Verona, into a Monaſtery of Bene. 
dictines, where he was ſcarce ſettled, when be re- 
ceivd the News of the Death of King Edward VI, 
together with a Meſſage from Queen Mary, inviting 
him into England, to take upon him the chief 
Direction of the Church Affairs; ſhe baving al- 
ready introduced the Maſs, and reſtor'd the Pope's Sus 


premacy. 


This News was very grateful te the Cardinal, who 
he ſidet the Value that * ſet on him, retain*d a long- 
ing Defire to return to his Native Country; not without 
Imaginations that as Things ſucceeded well with him in 
England, to Exchange bis Cardinal: Cap for a Sovereign 
Diadem; which Charles, the Emperor, ſuſpect ing, con- 
trivd to detain him, till the Mac! between Queen Mary 
and his Son Philip was concluded, The more to coume- 


nance Matters, he was ſent hither as Legate from the Pope, 


and by the Queen was preſently made Archbiſhop of Can- 


terbury. All the Ads made inthe Reign of Henry VIII. 


to bis Prejudice, were repeal'd, and he was embrac'd as 
an Oracle, The Parliament Humkly Preſented him a Pe- 
tition, to be recerv'd again into the Boſem of the Church 
of Rome. But this, neither the Queen nor he long = 
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viv'd, dying both on the ſame Day, Anno 1558. He was

JOAN, ſecond Daughter of King Edward III. 
was born in the Tower of London, Anno 1335. in 
the ninth Year of her Father's Reign. At the Age of 
fourteen, ſhe was deſir'd in Marriage by Alphonſo, 
King of Caſtile and Leon, Son of King Ferdinand IV. 
and eſpous'd by Proxy; had the Title of Queen of 
Spain, and was convey'd into that Country, where ſhe 
preſently dy'd of the Plague that then rag'd ; ſo that 
King Alphonſo coming to meet her to ſolemnize his 
Nuptials, with great Grief accompany d her only, to 
her Funeral, which happen'd in the Twenty-lecond 
of her Father's Reign, Anno 1348. 10 


BLANCH DE LA TOUR, fo call'd from 
the Place of her Birth, the Tower, third Daughter 'of 
King Edward III. dy'd an Infant, and was interrd 
inthe Abby of Weſtminſter, Anno 1340. where «her 
Figure of Alabaſter lies by the Side of that of her 
Brother, William of Windſor, as F have ſaid before. 


MARY, fourth Daugbter of Eifig Edvard III. 


was the Wife of John Montfort, ſirnam'd The Valiant, 


Duke of Britain; and by him had Iſſue, ohn, Duke 
of Britain, call d The Sage, Father of Peter and Fran- 
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77, both Dukes of Britain, and dy'd without iſue 
Male; Richard, Count of Eſffampes, and Arik ar, the 
third of chat Name, Duke of Britain. 


MARGARET, fifth and youngeſt Daughter of 
King Edward III. born at Wind or, Anno 1346. Was 
the firſt Wife of Fobn Haſtings, Earl of Pembroke, who 
was poiſon'd in France, without any Iſſue by her; 
nor is any farther mention made of her. 


Thus having done with all the Iſſue of King El 
ward III. and their Deſcendents, Tam now, in Or- 
der, come to King Richard II. Son of Edward, the 
Black Prince, Son and Heir apparent to the ſaid King 
Edward III. as the Reader will ſee, Fol.

This Princeſs Iſabel was not above ſeven or eight 
Years of Age, wherefore her Perſon was committed 
to the Care of the Dutcheſſes of Lancaſter and Glouce- 
fter, who accompany'd her to Calais, and there (he 
was ſolemnly marry'd to King Richard, but; through 
the Tenderneſs of her Years; bad not any conjugil 
Enjoyment of her, till he was dethron'd and mur- 


der'd. For the difloyal Part of the Nobility, joining 
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Abſence in Ireland, whither he was once more gone 
to revenge the Death of his Couſin Mortimer, Earl 
of March, Lieutenant of Ireland, took the Opportu- 
nity of returning to England, (being then under Sen- 
tence of Baniſhment) and under Pretence of recover 
ing his Eſtate, ſeiz d on the Throne. oy 
The King having ſecur d the Children of the Dükes 
of Lancaſter (i. e. Bolingbroke) and Gloureſter, haſted 
into England, being then in no Fear of prevailing ; 
but upon his Arrival, hearing of the Revolt of his 
Caſtles, the Death of his Counſellors, and that the 
greater Part of the Nobility and Commons had for- 
{aken him, he fell into Deſpair ; and tho' his Soldi- 
ers offer d to live and die with him, yet he diſmiſs d 
his Family, bidding them reſerve themſelves for bet- 
ter Times; and the next Night, with the Biſhop of 
Carliſle, and a few of the Nobility, ſtole from, the Ar- 
my to Conway-Caſtle; where the Arch-biſhop of Canter- 
try, and the Earl of Northumberland, coming to him 
from Bolingbroke, the King propos'd, That if he and 
eight more he (hou'd name. might have an honcura- 
ble Allowance, with the Aſſurance of a peaceable and 
quiet Life, he wou'd reſign his Crown; which Nor- 
thumberland ſwearing ſhou'd be perform'd, the King 
came to London, and was lodge d in the Tower. 
Bolingbroke calling a Parliament, he was thereon 
adjudg d to be depos'd ; which the King hearing, was 
advis'd rather to make a voluntary Reſignation of tlie 
Crown, which he ſolemnly did, in the Preſence of 
ſeveral of the Nobility and others, fent to him for 
that Purpoſe, (Anno 1399.) and taking his Signet 
from his Finger, put it upon Bo/ingbrote's, deſiring he 
might be his Heir: Which Reſignation was imme— 
diately ratifv'd in Parliament, and the depos'd King 
remov d to Leeds-Caftle, in Kent, and thence to Pon- 
teſraft ; (to the End, that by often changing his Re- 
ſidence, he might be the more ſecretly diſpatch'd, or 
the more uncertainly found) where, tis ſaid, he was 
ſerv d with coſtly Mcats, but not ſuffer'd to cat, and 
dyd of forc'd Famine : others, that of a voluntary 
ſtarving of himſelf : Put one Author, with more 
Certainty, aſſures us he was bafcly murder'd. For

that deſign d his Death, and the Reſtoration of King 
Richard, ſitting at his Table, ſeem d very penſive 
and made Uſe of theſe Words, Have 1 no faith 
Friend that will deliver me of him, whoſe Life will be 
Deſtruction to me, and Diſturbance to the Kingdom ? 
Upon which Speech, one Sir Pierce, of Exton, im. 
mediately departed the Preſence, and with eight Mey 
in his Company went ſtrait to Pomfret ; who being 
all arm'd, enter'd the Room where King Richard wa 
at Dinner, who apprehending their Deſign, advanc{ 
to the foremoſt, and wreſting the Bill out of hi 
Hands, levy four of his Aſſailants; but, at length, 
being forc'd toward his Chair, upon which Sir Pier, 
their Leader, ſtood, be with. his Axe ſtruck out his 
Brains; which happen'd, according to this Auth, 
on St. Valentine's Day, Anno 1399.

Hereford, Eſſex, and Northampton, and Conſtable of 
z enjoy d in her Right, the Earldoms of He- 
ord and Northampton, the Lordſhip of Brecknock, 
and the Patronage of Lanthony. By which Wife, 
who liv'd not to be Queen, he had a numerous and 
royal Offspring, which will be ſeen hereafter; dying 
Anno 1394, and Interr'd in the Cathedral Church of 
Canterbury ; which Place King Henry himſelf, out of 
a {incere Love to her, made Choice of for his own 
Interment.

The ſame Year of King Henry's laſt Marriage, be- 
gan that memorable Rebellion of Hotfpur, and Omen 
Glendoar, happily overcome at the Battle of Shrewſ- 
hey; after which, except ſome trifling Expeditions 
by the French and Scott, King Henry Reign'd in 
peace; but Hiſtorians: tell us, he wanted that of 
Mind; reflecting on the Effuſion of Blood, he had 
occaſion'd, by his unjuſt ſeizing the Crown; to ex- 
piate which, he reſoly'd upon a Cruſado to Feruſa- 
lem, and mighty Preparations were made for it, there 
intending to end his Days, having been told by a 
Soothſayer, That in Jeruſalem he ſhould die; which in 
ſome Meaſure, it ſeems, was verify'd ; for being at 
his Prayers in Meſtminſter-Abbey, before the Shrine of 
St, Edward, he was ſeiz d with an Apoplexy, in

Normandy , but was a Man, fay our Hiſtorians, of a 
violent and obſtinate Diſpoſition, which his Father 
was ever usd to fear would make him a Diſtur- 
ber of the Government, but was indeed, the Occaſion 
of his Fall, tor being betray'd by his Scout-Maſter, 
who reported the Number of the Enemy tv be far 
leſs than they were, he precipitated himſelf into a 
Battel at Baugy, contrary to the Advice and Opinion 
of his Officers and Friends ; for leaving his Bill- 
Men and Archers behind him, which were the Chief 
of his Strength, he haſtily march'd againſt the Ene- 
my with his few Horſe. 


The ſudden Approach of the Duke of Clarence; 


forcd the Scots into the Church of Baugy, where, 
however, they reſolutely defended themſelves ; 
which gave Iime to the reſt of the Enemy, who had 
taken the Alarm, to Man the Bridge, and encloſe

of Praiſe, and to the Satisfaction of all Men; |: 
was by the Envy of Aargaret, of Anjou, his Ne 
phew”s Queen, brought to his End at St. Edmond Soc 
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Bury in Suffolk, where, in a Parliament held Anno 
1446, he was arreſted for High Treaſon ; and certain 

the King's Houſhold being appointed to guard 
him, he was, not many Days after his Scizure, 
ſtrangled to Death, without Tryal: At what Time 
his Body was ſhewn to the Lords and Commons, as 
if he had been taken oft by the Palſy, or an Impolt- 
hume.

Reign, | 

His Bowels were forthwith bury'd in the Church 
of St. More de Foſſes; and his Corps being Embalm'd, 
was accompany'd to Paris, and there depoſited in the 
Church of Notre-Dame, where his Exequies were per- 
ſormd; from whence he was aftcr convey'd to 
Rran, and there reſting till all things were ready, he 
was by eaſy Jourmes brought to Calais, and ſo to 
England, (the Queen Dowager following all the 
way at twelve Miles diſtance) where his Exequies ha- 
ving been firſt perform d at St. Paul's, he was after- 
wards Interr'd in the Abbey of Weſtz:infter, at the 
Feet of King. Eda ard the Confeſſor, in a little Chapel, 
ſince enlarg d, and beautify'd with ſeveral Statutes, 
and fenc'd with Iron Grates, by King Henry VII. 

By Queen Katherine, who was his Wife little more 
than two Years, he had Iſſue his only Child, 


HENRY, of Miadſor, who ſucceeded him by the 
Title of Henry VI. 

This Katherine, after the King's Deceaſe, was 
marry'd to Owen ap Meredith, ap Tudor, a Welch Gen- 


tleman, and then of the Court, deſcended by Iflue- 


Male from Kenan, the Son of Coel, King of Britain, 
and Brother to Helen, Mother of Conſtantine the 
Great ; the Smallneſs of whoſe Eſtate, was recom- 
penc'd by the Delicacy of his Perſon, being every 
way a very compleat Gentleman. 

The Iſſue (he had by this Owen, was as follows: 


EDMOND TUDOR, Surnam'd of Hadkam, 
the Queen his Mother's Manor-Houſe, where he 
was born. He was created Earl of Richmond per 
cinluram Gladii, Cc. and to have Place in Parliament 
after Dukes, in the 31ſt of Henry VI, his half Bro- 
ther; notwithſtanding, Arthur Duke of Britain, 
was then living, and usd that Title.

He was proclaim'd King under nine Months of 
Age; the Duke of Exeter, and Biſhop of Hincſeſter, 
his great Uncles, appointed his Guardians. The 
Duke of Bedford was appointed Regent of France, 
having two valiant Aſſiſtants, Thomas Montague, 
Earl of Salisbury, and John, Lord Talbot, after Earl 
of Shrewsbury. At five Years of Age he was Knightcd 
by his Uncle, the Duke of Bedford, Regent of France; 
and before he arriv'd to his eighth Year, he was ſo- 
lemnly Crown'd at Weſtminſter, on the ſixth Day of 
November, Anno 1429; and on the ſeventeenth of 
November, two Years after, bang. ſent for by the

Duke Regent, he was Crown'd King of France, at 
Paris, 


HIS Henry, the only Child of King Henry V, 
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already ſpoke in the Account of the ſaid Richard, 


with his Queen, who were then at York, flew inte

him kept in Aquirane, and formerly belonging to the 
King's of England,” with a large Sum of Money, 
Which to prevent, the French King ſent the Dauphin

ters, fo that this Match became void. 
Soon after which, Anno 1444, à Truce being mad: 
for eighteen Months, between England and France

tion of the King's Uncle, the Duke of Glouceſter,

coming into England, was at Southwick, in Har pſhire, 
marry*d to King Henry, Anno 1445, and accordingly 
Crown'd Queen at Weſtminſter. © 

By whom he had Tflue, only one Son: 


EDWARD of LANCASTER, born at 
Weſtminſter Anno 1453, and in the Thirty-firſt of 
his Father's Reign. The next Year he was created 
prince of Wales, and Earl of Cheſter ; being Duke of 
Cornwal by Birth. © ek 3 

He prov'd a Prince of great Hopes, being early in- 
ſtructed in the Rudiments of War, and initiated into 
Matters of Government. At the Age of Seventeen, 
to ſtrengthen his Father's Intereſt againſt King Ed- 
ward IV, his Competitor, he was aſhancd, in 
France, to Anne Nevil, ſecond Daughter and Co- 
heir to the great Earl of Warwick, call'd, Male- King. 
Queen Margaret, lis Mother, coming from France, 
to ſuccour her Husband, brought this young Daugh- 


ter with her; when being ronted at 7 ewksbury, as is 


lad before, and the Queen and he taken Priſoners, 
be was, by Sir Richard Crofts, brought before the King, 
who ask d bim, How he darſ preſume to enter his Do- 
mnions, in Arms ?

EDWARD WW. 
King of Englandand France, 
and Lord of Ireland. 


HIS Edward, as I have obſery'd before, was the 

_ eldeſt ſurviving Son of Richard, Duke o 

York, (ain at the Battel of Wakefield, by Cecilie Nevil, 
his Wife, Daughter of Ralph, Earl of Weſtmoreland ; 
born at Roan, in Normandy, the Twenty-ninth of 
April, Anno 1441; and in his Father's Life-time, 
had the Title of Earl of March; through which 

Earldoms, and the Mortimer s, he deriv d his Title to the 
Crown, who having won the Battel of ortimer's-Croſs, 
near Hereford, tho the Lords, his Confederates, had lo 
that of St. Aban's; and by being ſeconded by Richari 
Nevil, the great Earl of Warwick, obtain'd the Crown 
of England, which his Father had made Pretention: 
to; and was Crownd at Meſfminſter the Twenty. 
ninth of June, Anno 1461. What is elſe moſt me. 
morable of his Reign, is already related in the Ac 
count of King Henry VI, as interwoven therein, by 
an unuſual Alternative, in the Courſe of the 
Reigns. He had, indeed, ſome Diſputes with the 
French, but of no Conſequence, and ſoon termin: 
ted, by an Interview between the two Kings, Ann 
1474 He would fain have got Henry, Earl d 
Richmond, into his Hands, whom he look'd upon 
with Jealouſy, pretending to marry him to hu 
Daughter Elizabeth, (which afterwards happen d, 
and for a Sum of Money, had him once deliver'd t0 
him ; but the Earl made his Eſcape, and came to be 
King of England, as we (hall ſee preſently. 

Having a ſecond time proclaim'd War again 
France, before he could make Preparations to ente 
therein, he was prevented by Death, occaſion'd by 
Quartan- Ague, at his Palace of Weſtminſter, * 
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ninth of April, Anno 1483. in the Forty- ſecond Year of 
his Age, and near the Twenty-third of his Reign, and 
was bury d at Windſor, in the new Chappel of his own 
* under a Monument of Steel, poliſh'd, 
and gilt. ö 

King Edward being in the Twenty-third Year of 
his Age. was advis'd by his Council to marry, for 
the Preſervation of Poſterity; and after ſeveral Of- 
fers, no Place was thought ſo convenient to match 
in, as France; nor no Lady, for perſonal good Qua- 
lities, and Reaſons of State, as Bona, Daughter to 
Lewis, Duke of Savoy, and Siſter to the Queen of 
France, and then reſiding in the French Court. To 
treat of which Marriage, the Earl of Warnick was im- 
mediately diſpatch'd to France, where his Propoſals 
were readily receiv'd, and yielded to. 

But Providence, by an uncommon Accident, fru- 
ſtrated this Match; for it happen d in the Interim, 
that King Edward hunting in Michfield-Forreſt, and 
coming to refreſh himſelf at his Manor of Grafton, 
fell there deſperately in Love with the Lady Eliza- 
beth Grey, the young Widow of Sir John Grey, of 
Groby ; who becoming a Suitor to him for ſome 
Lands belonging to her Husband, (lain againſt King 
Edward at the Battel of St. Albans, ſhe. not only pre- 
vail d with the King, but drew him into an 1mmo- 
derate Suit of Love ; which her Vertue refuſing to 


gratify in the Way of Diſhonour, the King reſolv'd 


to marry her, which he did very ſoon after, at the 
lame Place, Anno 1464. And this was the Reaſon 
that Warwick afterwards deſerted his Party, who be- 
r ſoliciting the Match at the French Court, 
look d on this Action of the Kings, as the higheſt 
Aftront and Indignity. x 

She was the Daughter of Sir Richard Widvile, Knight, 
created after Earl Rivers, and was his Queen eigh- 
teen Years and upwards, and ſurviv'd lim. In the 
End, living till the Reign of King Heury VII. ſhe 
had all her Poſſeſſions ſeiz d, and liv'd in mean Eſtate 
in the Abbey of Bermondſey, in Soutkwark, to the 
Time of her Death, which I do not find men- 
tion'd, and was bury'd by. her laſt Husband King

1466. whom her Father intended at firſt to beſtow 
on George Nevil, Duke of Bedford, depos'd from that 
Title, 17 Edward 4. She was alſo promis'd in Mar- 
riage to the Dauphin of France, and, in the Court of 
France, calld Madam the Dauphineſs ; (he was next 
wood by King Richard III. her unnatural Uncle; 
but, in the End, marry'd to King Henry VII. and was 
the Reconciler of the two Houſes of York and Lan- 
caſter ; of whom more will be ſaid in that Place. 


CECILIE 
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Edward IV. was ask d in Marriage by James, King 
of Kotte, for his Son James; which being well ap- 
prov'd by King Edward her Father, and his Council, 
à good Sum of Money was lent the S:0:ch, on Con- 
dition that it ſhould be in King Edward's Choice, at 
a prefix'd Time, whether his Daughter ſhould marry 


the Prince, or the Money be repaid. But Lewis, the 


French King, occaſioning the Breach of this Alliance, 
the Scots were compell d by Force to repay the Money, 
and to deliver Berwick into the Hands of the Engliſh. 
And this Cecilie was afterwards given in Marriage to

ANNE of YORK, third Daughter of King 
Edward IV. was eſpous'd to Thomas Howard, Duke 
of Norfolk, Earl Marſhal, and Lord Treaſurer, by 
whom ſhe had a Son, Thomas Howard, who dy'd 
young; herſelf dying without Iſſue ſurviving, was 
bury'd at Framlingham, in Suffolk, 


BRIDGET of YORK, fourth Daughter of 
King Edward IV. was born at Eltham, in the County of 
Kent, Anno 1480. In her younger Years, ſhe became 
a Nun at Deptford, where the ended her Days; and 
was bury'd in the Priory there, Anno 8 Hen. 5. 


MARY of YORK, fifth Daughter of King Ed- 
ward IV. was promis'd-1n Marriage to the King of 
Denmark, but dy d before Conſummation, and was 
bury'd in the Chapel of Windſor.

HIS unhappy Prince, the eldeſt Son of King 
Edward IV, and Elizabeth his Queen, was born 
in the Sanctuary at Weſtminſter, the fourth of Nevem- 
ber, Anno 1470, .1oth of his Father's Reign; who was 
zt that Time driven the Realm by the Earl of War- 
wick, After the Death of Edward, Prince of Wales, 
Son of King Henry VI, lain after the Battel of 
Tewksbury ; this Edward was created Prince of Wales, 
and the 15th of Edward 4, the King his Father, con- 
ſtituted him (uſtos of the Realm, during his Abſence 
in France. In the 17th of his Reign, he conferrd on 
him the Title of Earl of Salisbury, and two Years af- 
ter, the Titles of Earl of March and Pembroke. 

He had not attain'd the eleventh Year of his Age, 
when his Father deceaſing, he was preclaim'd King; 
the News of which he receiv'd at Ludlow, in Skropſhive, 
where he had reſided for ſome time, the better by his 
Preſence, to awe the Welch ; from whence he then 
proceeded to London, under a ſtrong Guard, as did 
the Protector Glouceſter, from the North. Upon the 
Road he receiv'd Letters from the Queen his Mother, 
to diſmiſs that ſtrong Guard, but not intimating her 
Deſign therein, he neglected his own Preſervation ; 
for Glouceſter being arriv'd at Northampton, and gain-

ing Buckingham and others to his Opinion, that it 
was not fit the Queen, with her Kindred, ſhould be 
truſted ſo much about the King, and others of: better 
Quality rejected, caus d the Earl Kivert, the Lotd 
Grey, the King's half Brothers, and Sir Thomas, aughy 
then with the King at Stony-frarford, to be ſeiz d, 
and being thence convey'd to the Worth, wen 
beheaded; hs . | 

And now the Protector having got the young 
King into his Power, came to London, where the 
Queen bearing what had paſs d, took Sanctuary with 
her other Son, and five Daughters, at Weſfininſter 
but the Protector not having his Ends, if either d 
the Brothers were ſafe, decoy d Duke Richard out of his 
Mother's Hands, under pretence of keeping his Bro- 
ther Company, who was, as he ſaid, melancholy 
without him : And having them thus in bis Power, 
with a pretended ſhew of Pomp, he convey'd them 
10 the Toner, and advanc'd himſelf to the Throne, 
But not thinking himſelf ſecure whillt the two Piin- 


ces liv'd, he commanded the Lieutenant of the Toner, 


Sir Robert Brackenbary, to put them to Death; who 
refuſing ſo diſhonourable an Office, was diſmiſs'd his 
Place, and Sir James Tirrel put in his room, who 
immediately procur'd two Villains to do the Work, 
which they perform'd by ſmothering them in their 
Beds, Anno 1483. Being tlius barbarouſly murder'd, 
their Bodies were bury'd at the Stair-foot, near their 
Lodgings, under a heap of Rubbilh ; but King Ki- 
chard healing in what an obſcure Place they were 
laid, order d them to have a better Interment: ; -whetre- 
upon a Prieſt belonging to Sir Robert Brackenbury re- 
mov d them, but he dying ſoon after, it could not be 
diſcover'd where he had convey d them, till in the 
Year 1674, in the rebuilding ſeveral Offices in the 
Tauer, digging down the Stairs from the King's Lodg- 
ing, to the Chapel in the white. Tower, about ten Foot 
in the Ground, were found the Bones of two young 
Striplings, in, as it ſeem'd, a wooden Cheſt; which

As to the Particulars of his Reign, there is not 
room in this Place to mention them. In his Wars 
of France, he was, for the molt Part, ſucceſsful, and 
Ukewiſe againſt the Spots, Iis certain he was an 
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undaunted Prince, by the bold Stand he made a- 
eainſt the Pope, as well as other Actions of bis 
Reign, which was glorious enough, and would have 
been more, had he not made that Invaſion on the 
Church, by the Suppreſſion of religious Houſes. 

Being aware of the Approaches of Death, he was 
not without a Senſe of this himſelf, and caus'd the 
Church of the Grey Fryers, London, then lately ſup- 
preſs'd, to be reſtord with all its Rights; and, no 
doubt, would have done more had he had more 
Time ; but having languiſh'd under a Fever and ul- 
cerated Leg, he dy d at his Palace of Weſtminſter, the 
wenty eighth of January Anno 1546, expreſſing a ve- 
ry ſincere Repentance for his Sins, having reign'd 
ear thirty eight Years, and was ſolemnly and mag- 
incently interr'd in the Chappel at Windſor, near 
e Body of Fane Seymour liis third Wife.

L Dward Tudor, born at Hampton-Court Anno 1 53

Anno 1546, and reign'd ſix Years, five Months, and 
nine Days, dying Arno 1553, in the ſixteenth Year 
of his Age, at his Houſe at Greennich, of a lingering 
Conſumption, and unmarry'd. | 

His Body was bury'd with great Solemnity in the 
Chapel of St., Peter's Church at Weſtminſter, under 
the high Altar of Braſs, at the Head of his Grand- 
father King Henry VII, which was deſtroy'd during 
the Uſurpation and Tyranny cf Cromwell's Govern- 
ment, 5 

The three other Wives of King Henry VIII, were 
Anne of Cleve, Siſter to HMilliam Duke of Qeve, 
from whom he was divorc'd. The Lady Katherine 
Hard, (his fifth Wife) Brother of Six Edmond 
Howard, and Niece to the Dake of Norfolk, was be- 
headed for Incontinency, after ſhe had been mar- 
ty'd to him about three Months, Anno 1540. 
His ſixth and laſt Wife, was the Lady Katherine 
Par, Daughter of Sir Thomas Par of Kendal, Siſter 
to William Par Marquis of Northampton, and Widow 
of John Nevil Lord Latimer, who ſurviv'd him, not 
without great Hazard of her -Life ; by neither of 
which three laſt Wives he had any Iſſue; the faid 
Katherine marrying afterwards Thomas Lord Seymour 
of Sudley, High Admiral of England, Cc. 
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Ä Henry VIII, had likewiſe by the Lady Elixca- 
teth T albois, Daughter of Sir John Blount, Knight, 
and Widow of Sir Gilbert Talbois, Knight, one natu-

Having thus done with the Marriages and Iſſue of 
King Henry VIII, eldeſt ſurviving Son of King Henry 
VII, as well as thoſe of Charles Brandon Duke of 
Suffolk, by Mary the French Queen, his Wife, third 
Daughter of King Henry VII, (Katherine the fourth 
Daughter dying an Infant.) I am now to return to 
Margaret Tudor, eldeſt Daughter of King Henry VII, 
whom I purpoſely omitted to this Time, the better 
to preſerve entire the Line of the ſuccteding Mo- 
narch of Great Britain. 


This Princeſs MA RGARET, eldeſt D.u2titer 
df Henry VII, and Elizabeth of York, his Wife, 
Daughter of King Edward IV, was born the twenty- 
ninth of November, Anno 1489, and the 5th of her 
Father's Reign.

ahanc'd to James IV, King of Scots, who earneſtiy 


deſir'd her in Marriage; whereupon Kine Henry 
her Father accompanying her as tar as Cole-Weſton near 
Northampton (where his Mother, the Counteſs of 
Richmond, then lay) and having given her his Bleſſing, 
and Fatherly Council, Cc. committed the Guard of 


ber to the Earls of Surrey and Northumberland, 8 
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ſuch Ladies and Gentlemen as were appointed for 
that Service, a great Company of Lords, Knights, 
"Squires, Cc. attending them as far as Berwick. At 
St. Lambert's Church in Lamer- Moore, within Sct- 
land, King Fames being attended by the principal of 
his Nobility, eſpous d her, and receiving her from 
the Hands of the Earl of Northumberland; the next 
Year after, viz. Anno 1503, he marryd her a

Objedions being made at the Council-Board, 2 
gainſt this Marriage, viz.

This conjugal Alliance not only produc'd a per- 
fe&t Peace between the Realms of England and Scu- 
land, for a long tune after ; but (according to the 
prophetick Saying of King Henry VII.) from this 
Match proceeded the Union of the two Kingdoms 
under King James VI, their great Grandſon, Son to 
Mary Queen of Scots, only Child of King Fame: V, 
Son of the aforemention'd James IV, and Queen Mar 
garet. Which Queen, after the Death of King Fart 
IV, (who was incited to a War with Evelent by 
the French, and ſlain in Flodden-Field, Anno 1513,) 
remarry'd to Archibald Douglas, Earl of Angus, 1514, 
to the great Diſſatisfaction of her Brother, King 
Henry VIII, and the Council of Scotland, Soon al- 
ter which, there was ſuch Diſſention among the 
Scotch Nobility, that Queen Margaret, and the Earl N ane 
of Angus, hike baniſh'd Perſans, came into England, I A 
and were kindly receiv'd by the King, who deſird Miter 
them to ſtay in Northumberland till farther Order; in I Ss, 
which time, viz.

T HIS Mary Queen of Scots, ſole Daughter of 
| King James V, was born Anno 1542, and be- 
ing an Infant at her Father's Death, was proclaim d 
Heir to the Crown, and plac'd under the Government 
of James, Earl of Arran, her Kinſman, who deny d 
giving her in Marriage to Edward VI, King of Eng- 
land, tho it was agreed on by the chief Peers of both 
Realms; upon which Refuſal enſu'd the famous Nſorc d 
Battel of Maſſelboroungb, where the Engliſh became Iro 
Victorious, Anno 1547. But leſt. this young Lady teen! 
ſhould fall into the Hands of the Exgliſh, the Queen ſnd C 
Donager, Mary of Lorrain, her Mother, and the Th: 
States of Scotland, convey d her into France; where Wand r. 
Henry Il, the French King, taking that Realm into AHurr 
lus Frotection, ſent them Forces, and e{pous'd Queen but | 
Mary to his Son Francis, the Dauphin; which Mar-Ftols'd 
riaye, when they came of Years, was ſolemniz d in bout 
the Church of our Lady at Paris, and it was agreed, Wother 
that Francis the Dauphin ſhould have the me of MFebry 
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King of Scotland, and bear his Arms quarterly with e 


thole of Sc land, under the fame Crown ; the Queen's 
Dowry being aſſign d her upon the Dutchy of Tou- 
mine, and County of Poicton. 

Shortly afterwards, the Dauphin (on the Death of 
King Henry Il, his Father) ſucceeded to the Crown 
of France, by the Name of King Francis II, and 
was Crown d at Rheims the eighth of September 1589 
whereupon, being King and Queen of France and 
Falend, they laid Claim to the Crown of England, 
_— the Arms thereof, and bearing them on an 

ſcutcheon of Pretence ; but on the concluſion of a 
Peace at Edinburgh, ſhortly after, thoſe Titles were 
dilus'd: They continu'd but a ſhort Time together, 
King Francis being violently ſeiz d with a Catarrh in 
his Ear, which caus d his Death the hfth of December, 
Anno 1560. | 

After his Deceaſe; Mary the Queen Dowarer (ha- 
ring no Iſſue by him) retir'd into Scotland, where 
ſe afterwards took to her ſccond Husband, Henry 
Swart, Lord Darnley, Son and Heir of Matthew Eail 
of Lenox, as has been already obſcrv'd, 

After the Murder of whom, by the Practices of 
Murray and his Faction, (he is prevail'd with to 
marry James Hepburn, Earl of Bothwell, a Man 
greatly in her Favour, tho' he were the very Perſon 
that acted the King's Murder; but this glols'd over, 
marry'd they were, and the Qucen, whom they had 
render'd by this Contrivance, obnoxious to the Peo- 
ple, was thruſt by them into Priſon, and there, not- 
withRanding the Interceſſion of Queen Elisabeth, 
ſorc d to ſign an Inſtrument for the reſignation of the 
Crown to her young Son, at that Time ſcarce thir- 
teen Months old, who five Days after was Anointed

The Queen after this, eſcap d out of her Priſon, 


and rais d ſome few Forces, but was ſoon defcated by 
Murray, and then flew into England for Sanctuary;

l VHIS wiſe and peaceable Prince was born in the 
- Caſtle of Edinburgh, on the nineteenth Day of 
Tune 1566, whole Father being barbarouſiy mur- 
der d by the Procurement of the Earls of Murray and 
Merton, and his Mother thruſt by them into Priſon, 
notwithſtanding (he had condeſcended to marry the 
Earl of Bockwel. (the late King her Husband's Mur- 
derer) he was ſcarce thirteen Months old, when he 
Wis Proclaim'd and Crown'd King by the Factious 
Lords, and Murren liimſelf made Regent, Who, af- 

der 
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ter the Queen's Eſcape out of Priſon, having forc'd 
her to relinquiſh the Kingdom, met with a violent 
Death at Leathgoww in Scotland; upon which, Matthem 
Farl of Lenox, Grand-father ro the yourg King, was 
firſt Governor, and then Regent of the Kingdom. 
The factious Nobility of Scotland growing potent; he 
was forc'd to deſire Aid of Queen Elizabeth ; which 
being granted, the Caſtle of Edinburgh (then in the 
Hands of the Rebels) was recover'd ; but being after- 
wards {et on unawares, he was forc'd to ſurrender 
himſelf to David Spenſe of Wormſter, whoſe Care to 


defend him, was the Cauſe that he. together with 


the Regent, was ſlain by Bell and Chandler, after ha- 
ving, with great Prudence and Induſtry, govern'd 
the Kingdom about fourtcen Months ; in whoſe 
room the Earl of Mar being choſen Regent, govern'd 
thirteen Months, and dy'd of Gricf for the Truuble 
he ſuſtain'd in the Place. Upon which, the Regency 
hy vacant *till Fames Donglas Earl of Morton was 
made Regent by Queen Elizabeth's Procurement, and, 
with much Difficulty, preſerv'd himſelf from the De- 
ſigns of the French for depriving him of the Regency, 
and getting the young-King into France ; but grow- 
ing covetous, and thereby incurring a general Ha- 
tred, with the joint Conſent of the Nobility, the 
King, tho' but twelve Years old, took upon himſelf 
the Adminiſtration of Affairs, Anno 15790. King 
Fames (by the Recommendation of Queen Elizabeth) 
marry d Anne, the Daughter of Frederick II, King of 
Denmark and Norway, in the 16th Year of her Age, 
with whom he liv'd very happily, and in good Cor- 
reſpondence with Queen Elizabeth, as the only Way 
to ſecure his Succeſhon, (ſhe having a little defore her 
Death (which happen d on the 24th of March 1602} 
declar'd him her Succeſſor ; whereupon, he was the 
lame Day proclaim'd at Whitehall King of England, 
Sertland, France, and Ireland; and having ſettled his 
Kingdom of Scotland, ſer forward for England on 
the fifth of Avril 1603, and arriv'd in London on the 
leventh of May. e lode'd at che Charter-Honſe, 
where he created ſeveral Knights, and, before tne 
End of the Year, conferr'd that Dignity on many 


Hundreds, Queen Elizabeth being very ſparing in

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diſpoſing of that Honour. Being now ſettled at 
London, he ſent divers Lords and Ladies into Scoi- 
land, to conduct his Queen an!] Children to England; 
who returning on the twenty ſeventh * brought 
with them Prince Henry (then nine Vears of Age) 
and the Lady Elizabeth, leaving Charles Duke of A- 
ban) (about three Years old) behind them, who the 
Year after falling ſick of a Fever, Dr. Atkins was 
ſent to him, and in ſix Weeks Time cur'd him of his 
Diſtemper, and brought him ſafe, in October, to 
Windſor, for which the King rewarded him very libe- 
rally; and having created divers new Lords, he ſo- 
lemniz'd his Coronation at Weſtminfter the twenty 
fifth of Jah, being the Feaſt of St. James, Anno 1603, 
where the antique Regal Chair of Enthronization did 
happily receive, with the Perton of his Majeſty, the 
full Accompliſhment of the Prophetical Prediction 
of his coming to the Crown of England. He reign'd 
with great Prudence and Commendation twenty two 
Years and three Days, and dy'd of an Ague and Fe- 
ver, at his Houſe at Theobalds in Hertfordſhire, the 
twenty ſeventh of March Anno 1625; from whence 
his Body being convey'd to Weſtminſter, was interr d 
in the Chapel of Henry VII, and a ſtately Monu- 
ment erected to his Memory. 


This wiſe and illuſtrieus Prince, James I. King of 
Great Britain, @'c. had Iſſue by the aforeſaid Prin- 
ceſs Anne, Siſter to Chriſtian King of Denmark, t'e 
Children following, (who dying Anno 1618, at the 
King's Palace at Hampton-Court, was brought om 
thence to Weſtminſter , and there interr'd in ihe 
Chapel of King Henry VII.) 


1. HENRY FREDERICK, Prince of Wale, 
Duke of Cornwal and Ruhſay, and Earl of Chefer, 
born February the nineteenth 1593, in the thirty 
ftixth Year of Queen Elizabeth, who, by her Froxy 


Robert Earl of Suſſex, was his God-mother. At nint 
Years of Age, he, with the Queen his Mother, and 
the Lady Elizabeth his Siſter, were brought into Eng: 
land, where he was inſtall'd Knight of the Garti r 
and Anno 1609 he was made Knight, for Winch ti 
1 . | , ; ing 
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King had Aid of his Subjects throughout England, 
In the nineteenth Year of his Age, and the eighth of 
his Father's Reign, he was created Prince of Wales ; 
but a little Time after, he fell ſick of a raging Fe- 
ver, which, at the Age of eighteen Years, eight 
Months, and ſeventeen Days, depriv'd him of his 
Life, Anno 1612. 

This Henry being infinitely belov'd by the People, 
and one that had given great Hope of proving an he- 
wick Prince, it caus'd Suſpicion in many, that his 
Death was not without Puiton ; ſome {aid by Bunches 
of Gtapes given him to eat; ſome by Gloves of a 
poiſon d Perfume preſented him; but the ſole Truth 
of this Conjecture is yet a Secret. 


ROBERT, the ſecond Son of King James I, and 


Queen Anne of Denmark, was born, and dyd very 
young, in Scotland. 


CHARLES Duke of York and Albany, third 
Son of King James I. and Queen Anne, was created 
Prince of Wales after the Death of his eldeſt Brother 
Prince Henry, and ſucceeded his Father in the Mo- 
narchy of Great Britain, by the Title of Charles I, as 
will be ſeen in its proper Vlace. 


ELIZ ABET H, eldeſt Daughter to King James I. 
and Queen Anne, was born in Scotland on the nine- 
teenth Day of Auf 1596, and affianc'd to Frede- 
rick V. of that Name, Count Palatine of the Rhine, 
Duke of Bavaria, Sileſia, &c. Elector, Cup-bearcr, 
and High-Steward of the Empire. Who arriving in 
England Anno 1612, in the tenth Year of King 
James's Reign, landed at Graveſend, and was, with 
great State, conducted to 1WW/tc1all, being ſoon aficr 
(with grave Maurice) inſtall'd Knight of the Gar- 
tet; which Ceremony was ſucceeded by Confumma- 
tion of Marriage on St. Valentines Day; which ha- 
ving been Kept with great Joy and Splendor at Court 
for the Space of two Montlis this illuſtrious Royal 
Pair ſet out together, about the Middle of April 
following, for Germany. 
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Not long after his Return into that County, 
Rrengthen'd by his Alliance with the King of Great 
Britain, he was thought a fit Perion to be King of 
Bokemia, and accordingly was elected by the States 
of that Kingdom; but he was no {ſooner inveltel in 
the Crown, but the Emperor, with great Forces, . 
faulted him in Prague; and not only drove him, 
with his Wife and Children, trom thence, but took 
from him alto his own Patrimony, the Palatinate; 
lo that, though now a King, he was forc'd to fly to 
the States of the Low-Comntries for a Place of Reſidence, 
King James ſent his Ambaſſadors to the Emperor, 
to ſolicite the Reſtoration of the Palatinate, but to 
no Purpoſe ; wherefore he endeavour'd. by a Match 
with the /nfanta of Spain for his Son Prince (Harles 
© have retriev'd his Affairs; but that Deſign being 


 Ikewile render'd ineffectual, this exil'd Prince, the 


King, of Bohemia, dy'd of a Fever at Mentz, Anne 
1632, leaving his Queen a Widow, who continud 
at the Hague till the joyful Reſtauration of her Ne- 
phew King Charles II. who thereupon ſent for her in- 
to England; and arriving at London 1661, the dyd 
the lame Year, having had Iſſue by the ſaid Frederick 
King of Bohemia, as follows. 


FREDERICK-HENRY, eldeſ# Son, Count Pa- 
latine ef the Rhine, and Duke of Bavaria, &c. born the 
firſt 5 January 1614, was crown d King of Bohemia by 
thoſe of his Party, and drown'd in Hacerlem Mer 1629, 
in the fiteenth Tear of his Age. 


CHARTES-LODOWICK, Count Palatine 9 
the Rhine, Duke of Bavaria, &c. ſecond Son of Frede- 
rick King of Bohemia, biin at Heydelberg, Anno 
1617, was commonly call d the Palſgrave. At the Age of 
88 Years, he was convey'd thence into the Counties 0 

irtemberg and Brandenberg, then into Holland, 
where at the Hague, and the Univerſity of Leyden, he 
was educated in a Princely Manner. At eighteen I art 
of Age he came into England, having been ſome time be- 
fore eletled Knight of the Garter; and about two Years 
aſter, he fonght the Battel at Ulota ia Weſtphalia. ## 
in the Jer. 1677, paſſing privately through France a 
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take Poſſeſſion of Briſac, then intended to be deliver d up 
10 bim by the Duke of Saxen-Weymar, trgether with the 
Command of hi: Army, he nas unhappily diſcover d by Car- 
dinal Richelieu a: Mouline, and thence ſent back Priſo- 
ner to Bois de Vincennes ; from whence, after three and 
twenty Weeks Impriſonment, he was, by the Mediation of 
King Charles I, (his Uncle) ſet at Liberty, and in the 
Year 1643 came into England, where he continu'd "till 


the unfortunate Murder of the King, and the Reſtitution 


of the Lower Palatinate to kim, according to the fa- 
maus Treaty of Munſter, Anno 1646 ; by which he was 
conſtrain'd to quit all kis Right to the Upper Palatinate, 
and accept of an eighth Elettorſhip, at a Funfture when 
the King of England (had he not been engag'd at Home 
in an impious Rebellion) had bren the moſt conſiderable of 
all athers at that Treaty, and this Prince, his Nephew, 
ould have had the greateſt Advantage there. 

This Prince Lodowick , Count Palatine, marry'd 
Charlotte, Daughter of William V. Landgrave of 
Heſſe-Caſſel; by which Lady (who dyd 1680) he had 
Iſſne two Sons and one Daughter, viz. Charles II, Count 
Palatine of tHe Rhine, grand Treaſurer, and Prince E- 
leftor of the Empire, Knight of the Garter, burn at Hey- 
delberg the thirty firſt of March Anno 1651, who ſuc- 
ceded kim, and marryd Wilhelmine Erneſſine, Daugb- 
ter of Frederick III, and Sifter to Chriftian V, Xing 
of Denmark ; but deceaſing without Iſſue, on the ſixteenth 
of May 1685, was the laſt Eleftor Palatine of is Branch. 
So that the Electorate deſcended, and came to Philip- 
William, late Dule of Newbourgh, Count Palatine of 
the Rhine, and Eletlor, Father of the preſent Elector, as 
will be ſeen elſewhere. . The aforeſaid Wilhelmine, Ele- 
toreſs Dowager Palatine, dyd Anno 1706.

ſpect. But that Happineſs they enjoy'd not long, 
being hurry'd thence to the ſie of Wight, where his 
vifter, the Lady Elizabeth, dying of Grief, and his 


Entertainment being thought too great an Expence 


to the diſloyal Party, they reſolv'd to ſet him at Li- 
berty ;'and Anno 1652, {ent him, with two Servants, 
to Dunkirk, promiſing to allow him a ſmall Exhibt- 
tion for his Maintenance; provided he would not 
2 R come 
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come near his Brother, or any other of his Relations, 
But being got on that ſide the Water, he was receiv d 
according to bis Birth, and from Bruſſels went to the 
Princeſs of Orange his Siſter, at Breda, who receiv'd 
him with great Joy ; nor was he leſs welcome at 
Paris, to the King his Brother, his Mother the Queen, 
and his other Royal Relations. In the eleventh Yer 
of King Charles II, his Brother, during his Exile, 
Anno 1659, he was advanc'd to the Dignities of 
Duke of Glouceſter, and Earl of Cambridge; and tho 
he liv'd not to be inſtall'd, yet he was elected into the 
molt noble Order of the Garter.

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Iland of Scilly, thence to Ferſey, and after to the 
Queen his Mother in France. 

In the Year 1648, being then at Sea with ſome 
Ships, he made an Attempt toreſcue his Father, then 
Priſoner in the Iſle of Wight, On the Day of whoſe 
impious Martyrdom, the rebellious Part of the Par- 
lament paſs d an Act for excluding him from the 
Crown. | 
He was however ſaluted King in Holland, and pro- 
claim'd in Scotland, where he landed Ano 1650, ha- 
ving narrowly eſcaped the Rebels Fleet that lay in 
wait for him, and there crown d at Scone ; but find- 
ing no Fortune there, he march d into England, cloſe 
purſu'd by Gommel to Worceſter, and there defeated, 
and wander'd in Diſguiſe about the Kingdom for 
ſix Weeks, till at length Providence provided a Ship 
for his Eſcape in a Creek, near Shwrham in Suſſex, 
which convey'd him ſafe to Havre de Grace in France, 
where he was tor ſeveral Years receiv'd and treated 
as King of Great Britain, where he remain'd till the 
Ulſurper Crowwel's Intereſt got him remov'd out of 
that Kingdom, 

He aftcrwards travelld in Germany, Spain, and 
Flanders, paſſing a melancholy Time 1n ſoliciting the 
Aid of Chriſtian Princes for his Reſtoration, which 
was all ineffectual, and only Heaven had a Hand in 
reſtoring him to theſe loſt, and almoſt ruin'd King- 

doms, which happen'd in the Year 1660, from which 
Time we leave Hiſtory to finiſh his Reign. 

Which ended on the fourth of February Anno 1687, 
by a Fit of an Apoplexy, in his Palace at Whitehall, 


and his Body interr'd in King Henry VIIth's Cha- 


pel in Weſtminſter- Abbey.
